Recently two assistants have been
added to the staff of emnloyes In the
cfflce of John R Young clerk of the
court The increase In the amount of
business transacted In the clerks of
llce demanded such action Notwith-
standing the great amount of work done
in all branches of the local courts the
records of the clerks office are always
up to date showing excellent manage-
ment by the head of the crfRce and ef-
ficlcnt work by his subordinates

Work Is Well Executed
An Inspection of the records of the

court shows that In the year ending
September 30 with the exception of the
criminal and lunacy branches thore has
been an Increase In the business of the
court While the increase In the actual
amount of new litigation commenced la
not very great the records of dally
proceedings In the several branches of
the court show how the volume of
business has multiplied

The justices of the court are kept
busy from the opening of the fall term
In October of each year to the of
the April term at the beginning of thesummer recess on July 1

The records of the litigations Instli-
tutod In the different branches of the
District Supreme Court for the past
five years will give an approximate
idea of the work which must be done

indicate the approaching disaster

Then the big steamship lurched to port
and scooped up an enormous sea The

SURVIVORS PRAYED
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wave boarded the ship about amldshlp
on the port side and swept clear across
the steerage deck completely filling
the space between that deck and the
deck above and carrying cverythlngf
with It

The steamships iSa was burled so
deep that the passengers on the deck

Steerage Helpless
AH the cabin passengers on the upper

deck succeeded In clinging to supports
while the waters surged ixrourid them
and were saved The unfortunates on
the steerage deck found themselves ut-
terly helpless

carried everything before Nettings
heavy railings and other obstructions
which had been arranged near the rail-
ings to prevent passengers being wash
ed overboard served their purpose only
in part

So great the volume and force of

Others dashed against the rails and

In the meantime an inspection of the
steerage was made by the ships officers
and It was learned that five of the
passengers were missing
